Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to disclose or render obvious a touch panel assembly for a beverage dispenser in 
combination with the other claimed limitations of claim 1 : 

"the electrode board including an electrode trace that develops an electrode field; 
and a front panel mounted to the back panel, wherein the electrode board diffuses light 
from the light source thereby masking the electrode trace such that the light is visible 
through the electrode board and front panel without interference from the electrode 
trace". 

The prior art fails to disclose or render obvious a touch panel assembly for a 
beverage dispenser in combination with the other claimed limitations of claim 9: 

"the electrode board including a first electrode trace electrically coupled to the 
controller, wherein the first electrode trace develops an electrode field, further wherein 
the controller interprets an interruption in the electrode field as a selection of a drink 
flavor for dispensing".
